Claim Objections 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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4. Claims 1-18 have rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rudolph (U.S. 3,858.571). 

5. Rudolph discloses in figures 1-5, a plug-like closure device (10) having a bearing 
surface (12) and a string (24) connected to proximal end of closure device (10), wherein 
said string (24) is designed as a drainage pipe. A recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a 
manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 
(CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458. 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kensey et al. (U.S. 5,192.302) discloses a closure device fore 
sealing and Evans (U.S. 6.203,556) disclosure inserts.
